INGT. WAGES | 
CALLED FAIR 


Majority Report of Board of Con- | 
ciliation Upholds Proposed 
Decrease 


OTTAWA, Nov, 23.—(By Canadian 
Press)—-The majority report of the 
board of arbitration in the wage dis- 
pute between the Canadian Brother- 
hood of Railroad Employees and the 
Grand Trunk railway upholds the gen- 
eral decrease in wages of 12.8 per 
ecent., made effective by the railways 
in July last. The opinion is express- 
ed, however, that the methed adopted 
in distributing the reduction resulted 
in the lower priced employees suffer- 
ing greater decreases than those re-| 
ceiving higher pay The board rec-' 
ommends that an effort should be 
made by further negotiations to ad- 
just these inequalities, 

The report is signed by John M 
Godfrey, chairman, and by H. li. 
Vaughan, the Grand Trunk raliway 
representatives, A minority report

With 630 candidates trying to 
i) wedge themselves into 235 seats 
in the House of Commons, it is 
not open to anybody to claim that 
Canada is lacking in volunteers 
for the law-making service. The 
crop of political aspirants is a 
bumper. Ten per cent more nomi- 
nees would give an average of 
three contestants for every seat in 
the Dominion. Whatever racial 
defects the Canadian people may 
» be developing, they are evidently 
' free from the decay of political 
ambition. A month hence ‘‘also 
rans’’ will be about as plentiful 
{ in most parts of Canada as Col- 
N onels used to be in Kentucky. 
There were evidently few sur- 
prises on nomination day. ‘' Dark 
} horses’’ are reported as making 
their appearance in very 
places, and few of those already. 
started dropped out when it came 
to the formal acceptance of candi- 
dacy. The prolonged campaign 
evidently had the effect of finally 
{ settling ‘before nomination day 
came who should run in nearly 
every constituency in the country. 
The -Government is contesting 
211 seats, the Liberals 202, the 
Progressives 143, while independ- 
ent and Labor candidates have 
appeared to the number of seven- 
ty-four. Each of the three or- 
ganised parties has enotigh candi- 
dates in the field to give it a ma- 
ority of fifty or more in the House, 
) should it succeed in electing all 
} of them, over all others combined. 
j The weakest of them in the num- 
ber of candidates, the Progres- 
sives, could afford to lose in 
twenty contested seats and still 
have a working majority. Which- 
ever of the three elects a hun- 
dred candidates may be able to 
carry on the Government; and will 
certainly be able to prevent either 
' of the others retaining power 
without bidding for its support.

Bir,—After hearing the question of 
the tariff discussed at nearly every 
election for the last forty years the 
topic becomes rather stale and mono- 
tonous. 

To me the matter looks Hke thie: If 
!t ig a good principle to adopt for a 
eoun at large it should be a good 
thing for a state or province. If it is 
good for @ province it should be good 
!for a city or community, And !f it its 
|good for a city, town or community 
it should be a good principle of the 
individual home to adopt. 

The main object to be secured for 
the benefit of the producing worker 
by the tariff is to secure home indus- 
tries. The way to secure home indus- 
tries is to commence to be industrious, 
at home. 

The home where I was born was an 
industrious home. We had a home 
manufactory. My folks raised their 
own sheep, clipped the wool off from 
their backs and carded the same. 
Mother spun it into yarn and wove it 
Into cloth. There was no question as 
to the quality of the gouds, We had a 
woolen factory right at our own home. 
We did not send our money away) 
from home to be cheated on the! 
quality of the goods. Once a year the 
tallor would come around to the! 
house and we would have a clothes 
factory right in our own house at our 
own home. The same with everything 
else. 

They had their own cows and até 
their own milking skimmed 
cream, made that into butter and the 
miik into cheese. 

The meat industry was carried on in 
the same way. They raised their own 
hogs and when the weather was col! 
in the winter they took the’ hog 
right into the house here it waa kill- 
ed, dressed, packed and delivered in
